They  are  undeveloped,  unsure,  but  young  and 
spirited,  anxious  to  accept  the  challenge  I  have  laid  before  them,  ea.ger  in  their 
quest  for  knowledge.  I  lost  count  of  the  number  of  cats  in  the  Anatomy  lab 
that  lost  tails,  and  I  don't  think  the  directions  specified  any  such  maneuver,  but 
they  were  my  freshmen,  always  doing  extra  work.
